LET TS GET AT THE TRUTH. 


Certain things have happened in the 


administration of the Alms-house af- 
fairs which need explanation, if any ex- 
planation can be made. 


We have asserted that money is be- 


ing kept in the treasury, not saved by 
economy, at the expense of those de- 
pendent on public charity, and a few 
facts are offered in proof. 


The following minute appears on the 


book of the Secretary of the Board: 
"July '2.—On motion it was ordered that 
all Out-dtor Relief be reduced ten per 
cent, until further notice." 


When the Star and Sentinel was dis- 


cussing Alms-house matters last fall it 
contended that there were unnecessary 
offices and that too high salaries were 
p*id the officers, and it promised that, 
should the Republican candidate be 
elected, these unnecessary cilices would 
be done away with and salaries reduced. 


When, however, the Republican Board 


met, the Republican candidate having 
been elected, it refused to abandon any 
of the offices, and the office-holders said 
that they earned their money; so the 
Directors and the Clerk get the same 
amount as formerly. 


A reduction was made in the wages 


of the working people of the institution, 
•while the salaries of the political man- 
agers remain the same. 


In the course of a few months after 


the Republican Board began its manage- 
ment, it developed that more money was 
spent tlan during the corresponding 
month of last year.

Board looked around to find a place 
where le«s money could be placed. ' The 
officers did not take the ten per cent, off 
of their own salaries, but placed the 
burden of their miserable greed on the 
people who are so unfortunate as to be 
compelled to ask the county's help.

CORN AS FUEL.

Because of the hay crop for several 


years past, corn fodder is being looked 
to more and more as forage. Its value 
has long been known and appreciated, 
but because of the \ ast amount of labor 
required to secure it, the greater part of 
this crop was allowed to waste. With 
the advent of the corn binder, supple- 
mented by the husker and fodder shred- 
der, corn fodder is now attracting much 
attention as a substitute for hay 
The 


shredded or cut product bas been fed 
with most satisfactory results, many be- 
lievag it to be almost eoual to timothy 
hay for wintering stock 
During the 


summer hay is usually preferred for 
work animals, but for a large part of the 
year this fodder is a most excellent rough 
feed 
The fa\ onte buskers now m use 


take tne husks off the ear, and tear and 
crush the stalks into small bits 
The 


fodder 13 fed to the machine, butts flrst 
It first runs between rollers, which crush 
the stalks and break off the ears
